The 
gener al scope of the duties wag of the most health- 
giving character, occupying the time with inter- 
est, arid guards came round to each man not of- 
tener thaiy one night in twenty. Pleasing men- 
tal recreations W me hot wanting for the recess 
of the. winter seazdn, a theatre was opened in the 
camp, a club-roon} and library contribated their 
meaus of entertainment, and every inducement 
was held ont to the men to remain in camp and 
avoid peculiar temptations, sich as the condition 


| of the town might be expected to present, The 


results in the general conduct of the men proved 
most satisfactory, jand the medical cfficer assigns 
only two cases, duri ing the year, in wisich admis- 
sion to the hospital tgok place from disexse Oc 
casioned by intemperance. 

Nothing has to,be added this year to the des- 
cription of the ex¢ellent hospital accommodation 
constructed at the camp, given in the special re- 
port published in |the volume for 1859, | The 
average number of sick in the establishment, 
mostly from surgical contingencies, and rare ly 
actnal disease, didi not exceed three a-day, and 
considering: that the ‘ward is dlletted to eight 
patients at tha rate of 1,100 cubic feet each, the 
accommodation was more than an.ple.
